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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on Mar. 16. 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuassive. Applicant argues that Sawasaki failed to teach that the third projections are 
made of a different material as the first and second projections, wherein the first and second projections are made of a material harder 
than the material of the third projections. However, Sawasaki clearly show in Figure 48 that the first and second projections 247 are made 
of a different material as the third projections 246a (as can see from the different direction of the slashed lines, and more specifically in 
Paragraph 0276 wherein the third projections 246a is only made of the same material as element 246b, not the first and second 
projections 247). Sawasaki further teaches in Paragraphs 0227-0228 that the projections which come into contact with the other substrate 
are to act as rigid supports, thus should be made of a material with ability to withstand against pressure and deformity. Therefore, 
Sawasaki clearly teaches that the first and second projections are made of a different and harder material than the third projections, thus, 
the rejections to the claims are maintained. 
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
